NC's  swimmirig  team  has  again  topped 
all  our  sports  in  ^won-lost  ratios.  At  mid-sea- 
son, North  Central's  Dolphins  had  won  five 
dual  meets,  a  trio  meet,  took  the  Senior 
AAU  meet,  and  collected  all  but  two 
"firsts"  at  the  Knox  Relays.  The  only  two 
losses  -^vere  to  two  of  the  nation's  top  ama- 
teur and  college  swim  clubs. 

North  Central  took  last  year's  Midwest 
meet  with  Central  Michigan's  36  points 
second  to  our  53,  among  ten  competing 
schools.  At  Knox  four  out  of  NC's  five  first 
places  broke  records,  Mizanin  and  Eck 
placed  high  in  diving.
